Toe su it is 
filed too late for the September term 
of cou rt and cannot be taken u p u ntil 
Janu ary . 
This su it is the resu lt of a contro* 
v ersy which 
happened in Sterling 
Friday ev ening when Father Foley 
got on an tnteru rban car a t the cor­ 
ner of Fou rth av enu e and 
Third 
street to retu rn to Dix on. Condu ctor 
Connors was in charge of the car and 
“Happy ” Vinton was motorman. 


MR. HIGGINS REGRETS AFFAIR. 
Henry C. Higgins, v ioe 
president 
and general manager of the railway 
company , was interv iewed by a T e l e ­ 
gr a p h 
representativ e concerning the 
affair and states tha t he and Father 
Foley are on the best of term s and 
tha t he regrets the occu rrence v ery 
mu ch, fu rther stating there is ab­ 
solu tely no legal liability in the oase. 


FATHER FOLEY’S STATEMENT. 


The story of the affair is best told 
in Father Foley ’s own words, he hav ­ 
ing su bm itted the following state­ 
ment: 
D ix o n , I I I » S e pt. 9 , 19 05, 
E d i t o r T e l e gr a p h : 
Kindly permit me space to notify 
the people of Dix on of an incident 


Then the condu ctor assu ming an 
air of su preme importance, set abou t 
to lectu re me, starting ou t: “I am 
su rprised at y ou , Father Foley .” Bu t 
at that ju nctu re 1 told him I did not 
want any of his impu dence, and seeing 
that blu ff was not in order, and that 
I was not to be cowed by his import­ 
ance and au thority , he ceased. 
Later on I told the condu ctor tha t 
the m atter wou ld be aired in the 
newspapers. And he said: “O, don’t 
bring it into the newspapers.” 
When 
getting off the car I showed him my 
bleeding hand and told him tha t the 
tearing of the skin of my hand was 
done by his order 
He said that he 
gav e no orders and that the motor­ 
man was doing his du ty . And I cou ld 
not help say ing: “ You are ly ing now, 
sir.” 
This is what I want the people of 
Dix on to know. 
And 1 will state 
tha t for sev eral reasons the assau lt 
was bru tal and cowardly . 
It 
was 
made by the biggest and strongest 
man on the force of the car serv ice; 
and it was made on an old man, a grey 
headed priest, a clergy man, who by 
bis calling, neither cou ld nor wou ld 
u se v iolence. 
I was all the more determined, be­ 
cau se on last Monday I rode to Cen­ 
tral park when the cars and platform 
alike were 
crowded, 
some of the 
passengers

u nder fifteen

their feet dangling 
down. And moreov er,becau se a gentle­ 
man at the park told me that the i 
condu ctor coming ou t told him tria l.

Scuttling ma y be defined a s the a rt 
of cutting holes through a shixffc hull, 
either for the purpose of keeping her 
stea dy, when stra nded, by filling the 
hold with wa ter a nd thus sa v ing ship 
a nd ca rgo, or sinking her in order to 
obta in the money for which she is in­ 
sured. 
It is the la tter form of scut­ 
tling tha t we propose to dea l with. 
A shipma ster Is mona rch of a ll he 
surv eys when remote from the la nd 
Anri no other sa il a bov e the bounda ry 
line of sea a nd sky; hence there would 
be tttOe ditbcultj In his wa y should 
he pwpose to scuttle his ship, either to 
injure or to assist the owners thereof. 
For this reason the la ws against 
a out- 
tltng hev e a lwa ys been very severe a ll 
ov er the world. By an act of congress 
pa ssed in 18 04 it wus enacted that “any 
person, not being an owner, who shall 
on the high seas willfully and corrupt­ 
ly ca st away , burn or otherwise destroy 
any vessel unto which he belongetlu 
being the property of any citizen or 
citizens of the United States, or pro­ 
cure the satne to tie done, shall suffer 
death.” 
English laws were similar. 
The last man executed in England for 
ship scuttling was Codling, hanged on 
Deal beach about IS04 for scuttling a 
vessel in the Downs In order to obtain 
the sum for which she was insured. 
L ess drastic la w s prevail now, and the 
gravity of such a case is met by penal 
servitude and the canceling of certifi­ 
cates should t he offenders be 
shipmas­ 
ters or officers.—London Standard.

twice as strong as Germany and al­ 
most twiee as strong as Prance. The 
figures of vessels in Course of construc­ 
tion tell this story :

These last figures show that when 
the vessels, on toe way s and projected, 
are commissioned Great UritaHi will 
still hold her position at the head of 
the com mn, but instead of being near­ 
ly five times as strong as the United 
States, as she is at the present time, 
she will be only about three times as 
strong. 
As for France, she will be 
only 133,077 tons ahead of America, 
and Germany will be relegated to 
fourth place. 
The ships that will constitute the 
bulk of this great addition to the 
American navy consist of fifteen bat­ 
tleships, two of them the mightiest 
ever planned; six armored cruisers, 
three scout cruisers and a trio of great 
protects cruisers. 
The battleships are toe Connecticut, 
Louisiana, Kansas, 
Minnesota, New 
Hampshire and Vermont, all of 16,000 
tons; the 15,000 ton Nebraska; the 
Georgia, New Jersey , Rhode Island 
and Virginia, each of 14,9 00 tons; toe 
Idaho and Mississippi, of 13,000 tons, 
and the ¡South Carolina and Michigan, 
which are ex pected to register 18,000 
tons and which, if the bureau of con­ 
struction has Its way , will carry a 
main battery of ten twelve-inch guns.
